IRRIGATION IX PLACER. 


Im portant Meeting of Citizens HelU at 
Auburn. 
Auburn (Placer county), Maw* 21st.— 
One of the largest and most representative 
meetings ever held in the county as­ 
sembled at the Court-house here on Satur­ 
day to consider the ways and means 01 
increasing the water supply for irrigating 
purposes. 
The county has settled so 
rapidly during the past few years and the 
planting of orchards has been so great that 
the demand for water now exceeds the 
supply. 
There is plenty in the higher mountain 
mining ditches and in the various rivers, 
but to conduct this water where it can be 
made available for irrigation is a big under­ 
taking. 
A committee of three was ap­ 
pointed to look into the various sources, 
both for public district purposes and ob­ 
tainable from the present corporations, and 
report at a meeting to be held two weeks 
hence. 
If the existing companies will bring in 
more water the irrigationists will render 
any necessary encouragement. If not, a 
district will no doubt be formed under the 
Wright bill, and the people will bring in 
the water themselves. More water must 
be had, and it shall be had, is the senti­ 
ment of the people, and they are deter­ 
mined and able to carry their conclusions 
into effect. 
The meeting was a great success, and it 
is considered one of the most important 
movements as affecting the rapidly ad­ 
vancing prosperity of this county that has 
started for many years.

A SERIOUS CHARGE. 


A r re stin g a 
M an for tiie M urder o f Hi.»

About two years ago Miss Alice Moore 
died at her home iu North Glendale, some 
three miles north of Reno, presumably 
from heart disease. There being no cir­ 
cumstances surrounding the case calculated 
toa.ousethe suspicions of the authorities 
or others outside of tiie family, the usual 
course was proceeded with in theinterment 
of the body as in natural deaths. The re­ 
lations existing betweeu the husband and 
wife were by no means of the happiest 
character. They are said to have quar­ 
reled considerably, and one of the results 
of the infelicity was a charge preferred 
against Moore by the wife before Justice 
Young, on the 4th inst., accusing him of 
assault and battery, in that he did unlaw­ 
fully beat, bruise and strike and wound 
her with his fist and a rope in a mile and 
angry manner. He pleaded guilty to the 
charge, and, through his attorneys, agreed 
to settle the matter with his wife, and thus 
had the trial of the case posponed until 
to morrow morning at 10 o'clock. 
Day before yesterday Mrs. Moore again 
appeared before Justice Young and swore 
out another complaint against her husband, 
charging him with the murder of their 
daughter Alice, whose death occurred on or 
about the 1st of April, 1885. She alleges 
that the father “ committed the crime of 
murder, in that the said defendant did un­ 
lawfully and with malice aforethought kill 
and murder one Alice Moore, the daughter 
of the defendant, by striking, beating, 
choking and jumping with his knees into 
and upon the breast oí deceased.’thereby 
causing the death of said Alice Moore.5’ 
The accused was at once arrested by Con­ 
stable Upson and lodged in the county jail. 
Moore and his wile and family have been 
living in Glendale township for the past 
five or six years, ranching and raising 
sheep. Prior to that lime they lived in 
Humboldt county, where Moore is said to 
have had trouble of a serious character. It 
is stated that he denies that Mrs. Moore is 
his wife, notwithstanding five children 
have been born to them. Since the alleged 
murder two of the daughters have been 
married and now reside in Oregon. They 
are reported to have denounced their father 
as the murderer of Alice, and will come to 
Reno to testify to that effect. 
The case will be heard on Wednesday 
next.—Reno Gaiette.

John E. Bacon, Charge d’Affaires of the 
legation of the United States at Monte­ 
video, sends to the State Department at 
Washington a very exhaustive report of 
liis observations in Uruguay that reads 
like a fairy tale, yet dealing with a grave 
commercial question. Mr. Bacon extols 
the beauty of Montevideo, a city of 130,- 
G00 population, whose schools, churches, 
theaters and universities are of the first 
order; its citizens wealthy, refined, educated 
and courteous; its women unusually hand­ 
some and graceful; its men gallant and 
courteous, and the society not elsewhere 
excelled in general intelligence, culture 
and refinement, while it is remarkable for 
the hospitalities and amenities of life. 
The climate he declares to lie almost per­ 
fect, and the city unusually well drained 
and healthy. So warm is he in praise 
that he finds it difficult to command lan­ 
guage strong enough in which to express 
himself. 
Thus, speaking of the wonder­ 
ful country villas and their surroundings, 
he says: 
There gardens, owing to the mildness of the* 
"'inter climate, are redolent the year round 
with the most lovely and gorgeous flowers, from 
the deueate harebell to tbe grand and gorgeous 
Maynn'ia grandiflora. Tbe fruits and flowers of 
these villas are indeed indescribably beantifill. 
Tae geraniums are so targe and nlentlful as to 
form hedges of parti-colored leaves and flowers 
t.ie pansies arc apparently endowed with im- 
mortn.ity, the green sward mocks the emerald 
tin sea is as blue as the "blue grotto' itself, 
and the skies arc as "azure as azure can lie." 
J Ills may be regarded as a piece of fancv. 
Not 
so. Indeed, n is welt known that words fail to 
paint the lieauties of nature, and I really have 
used no varnish. 
Mr. Bacon is soliejous that the United 
States shall industriously cultivate trade 
relations with the republic of Uruguay, 
which is peculiarly blessed by nature in 
those 
physical 
agents 
by which, as 
Buckle put it, the human race is most 
powerfully influenced—climate, food, soil 
and the general aspects of nature. The 
climate, that of the south temperate zone, 
is almost perfect, the soil the most pro­ 
ductive known. In no clime or country 
are the skies and seas, hills and dales, 
livers and streams, meadows and fields, 
gardens and trees, pastures green and bab­ 
bling brooks, fruit, flower and fern more 
perfect. 
lie points out that the already large 
commerce of the Republic must greatly in­ 
crease. and if our people are alive to tbeir 
interest they will not lose a moment in 
cultivating it totheir own advantage. lie 
declares that “ after a careful study of the 
subject, strengthened by experience and 
travel in South America, I am satisfied 
that the Argentine Republic and Uruguay 
are bound to lie the great and controlling 
powers of South America.” 
We sell to 
the people of Uruguay pitch and white 
pine, spruce, kerosene, rosin, shooks, cotton 
goods, sugar, ropes, tobacco, liquors, in­ 
dustrial implements, ready-made clothing, 
provisions, dry goods, etc. Yet in the list of 
countries trading with the shrewd, rich 
experienced merchants of Uruguay, the 
I nited States stands low down; in fact. 
England, France, Brazil, Spain, Italy and 
Germany exceed us. 
Our imports from 
Uruguay decreased in 1883 £¡263,078, and 
our exports in 1881 fell oft' £¡1,-520,440, and 
in 1883, $158,692. 
England, both in im­ 
ports and exports, far exceeds all others in 
trade with Uruguay, notwithstanding the 
fact that all the material ad vantages are 
upon our side. The little State of Belgium, 
in three years, has exported more from 
Uruguay than the United States, Italy 
and Germany, and yet Uruguay e x e rts 
articles that we need in great quantity, 
and for which, in some cases, we pay more 
elsewhere.

H e be­ 
lieves that a successful effort may he made 
to strengthen our trade relations with the 
little Republic, and counteract English, 
French and German influences. 
To do 
this American capital must invest in Uru­ 
guay, otherwise Europe will secure a 
monopoly of the trade. Sneh investments 
as American houses have made there have ' 
been very profitable, and he cites one in- j 
stance of the remarkable success of a B alti-' 
more firm located at I’aysandu.

“ In regard to itinerant commissions, I 
do not share the sneer, as I have every 
reason to believe that the able and pat­ 
riotic gentlemen who composed the com­ 
mission alluded to, discharged their duty 
ably and conscientiously. 
1 am satisfied 
that the skillful employment of American 
capital is the only 1 open sesame ’ to suc­ 
cessful American trade in South America. 
And I am equally well satisfied that the 
judicious investment of such capital, either 
in Uruguay or the .Argentine Confedera­ 
tion, will meet with handsome return.” 


THE CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS. 


The Mountain Democrat objects to the 
proposed amendment to the Constitution 
giving the Governor power to appoint to a 
vacant Justiceship for the remainder of 
the unexpired term, as vesting in him a 
dangerous power. We look upon this as a 
trivial objection and of no weight. The 
proposed amendment is more likely to 
secure a competent Justice than under the 
present system. 
Good lawyers in full 
practice will not abandon their business 
for a term of a few months. 
Temporary 
appointments are mere makeshifts. 
Our 
contemporary objects also to the amend­ 
ment to increase the salaries of Supreme 
and Superior Court Judges, and denounces 
it as “ an attempted steal.” TliJS increase, 
it says, if effected, “ means the perversion 
of the delires of the people as expressed in 
the Constitution.” But if effected, that is, 
if the amendment is adopted, will it not 
be the latest expression of the “desires of 
the people ?” 
Who can object if the peo­ 
ple consent at the ballot-box? 
But the 
present Constitution, we are told, prohibits 
increase of salary for the term for which a 
J udge is elected. 
Very true, and as all 
constitutional amendment is revolutionary, 
if that in question is adopted, it means 
simply the desire of the people to abandon 
a present rate for a new one, and at once. 
The idea expressed that the proposed 
amendment is a raid upon the treasury is 
absurd. The treasury belongs to the peo­ 
ple. If they wish to increase a salary, it is 
no raid upon public funds, but the pay­ 
ment of money for a service believed to be 
deserving of it. The present salaries are 
notoriously disproportioncd to the tasks 
imposed, and the talent demanded. To 
correct that disproportion and to give the 
Supreme and Superior Judges compensa­ 
tion befitting their offices and the duties 
exacted of iliem is the purpose of the 
amendment. It is known to the people 
that the Supreme Court works its members 
hard ; 
that most of the Justices retire 
broken in health, and not infrequently 
with affections of the brain. 
A full term 
on the bench, in most cases, unfits a man 
who began it in mature years for any other 
vocation, aud it is only those who retire 
young who can again resume their prac­ 
tice at the bar. 
It is the right thing, 
therefore, to do, to so salary these officers, 
as to place them beyond want, and make 
them independent of all influences, and to 
assure them, on retiracy for ill health, of 
comfort for the remainder of their terms. 
W ithout the constitutional amendments 
now proposed, there is no means provided 
for the removal of an incapacitated Jus­ 
tice, and this consideration alone, in a 
merely economic view of the question, is 
one strong enough to support the amend­ 
ment. 


T h e preparations for the celebration of 
the ninetieth birthday of the Emperor 
William of Germany are said to surpass 
in elaborateness anything ever attempted 
in the way of royal pageant. The cele­ 
bration of the anniversary, if we are to 
credit the cablegrams, will be the most 
brilliant ever known upon the continent. 
The assemblage of Kings, Queens, Princes, 
and other titled people, is already the 
largest of which history gives any account, 
and the amount of gold lace and decora­ 
tions, and the number of gorgeously attired 
troops of attendants upon aristocracy from 
all quarters, have fairly turned the heads 
of the Berliners, though accustomed, as 
they long have been, to magnificent dis­ 
plays in honor of royalty. To simple Re­ 
publicans all this fuss and feathers ap- 
Jiears very hollow and profitless, and it is 
in one sense. 
In another it is of exceed­ 
ingly practical benefit to the people. It 
will lie the means of disbursingvastsurasof 
money at the German capital, and the 
consequent source of employment for 
thousands of workmen, the engaging of 
many industries in new activities, and the 
putting into circulation among the masses 
of the population, of money that will lien 
etit hundreds of thousands of needy people. 


Ox Saturday the police of San Francisco 
raided a number of Chinese lottery shops 
and gathered the inmates into the City 
Prison. This is well enough, but how is it 
that the police force of the metropolis is 
unable to bring in the hundred and more 
men who are openly engaged in the sale 
of lottery tickets in defiance of the law? 
These men are notoriously engaged in this 
illegal traffic. 
Whoever wishes to invest 
in lottery tickets finds no difficulty what­ 
ever in finding a seller. 
In some cases the 
tickets and schedules of drawings are open­ 
ly displayed in show-cases and windows. 
They are brazenly peddled upon the streets, 
and among school teachers and school chil­ 
dren in San Francisco these lottery agents 
drive a thriving business. 
The lottery 
strabismus that atilicts the officials of San 
Francisco is something really pitiful. 


I f astonishing head lines, speculative 
cablegrams, conjectural plans of action and 
guesses as to the intentions of rulers can 
bring on a war in Eurojie, the continent 
will be involved in military maneuvers 
and pitched battles within the next few 
days. 
For war-raaking the average Euro­ 
pean newspaper reporter for the American 
press surpasses the Kings, Emperors and 
Princes of the world.

CITY TRUSTEES. 


T hey D ivide Up the P o litica l P atron age— 
N am es o f th e Successful. 
The regular weekly m eeting of the Board 
of Trustees w as held at 10 a. m . yesterday; 
all the m em bers present; M ayor Gregory 
presiding. 
The bonds of J . F . Slater, Fire Commis­ 
sioner, and Ed. H . McKee, Auditor, were 
read and approved. 
District A ttorney B runer rendered an 
opinion in reference to the claim of T. J. 
Clunie for the costs in the case of “ The 
People vs. Thom as J. Clunie, and for the 
cancellation of the taxes on certain lots 
w ithin the corporate lim its of the city of 
Sacram ento.” 
Suit was brought against 
Clunie in January, 1883, to enforce the pay­ 
m ent of taxes on certain lots. The case 
came up in the Superior Court and was 
successful for the plaintiff. The defendant 
appealed to the Supreme Court and secured 
a decision in his favor. 
The defendant 
then filed a claim for a bill of costs am ount­ 
ing to $94 20. Mr. Bruner said that he 
was of the opinion that the Trustees would 
have to pay the claim. The opinion was 
accepted and an order made to pay the 
claim. 
The property owners in the southwestern 
portion of the city asked to have T street 
opened from Seventh to Eighth. 
Their 
petition was referred to Street Commission­ 
er Ryan. 
Resolution of intention was passed to 
improve Twenty-second street from H to I 
by grading and rounding up. 
T he City Engineer was requested to pre­ 
pare plan3 and specifications for the im ­ 
provem ent of Twelfth street from Q to R.

In this they were 
disappointed, for the Trustees had m et in 
caucus and settled all their little differences,

Learning tl&e Facts. 
The results of the work done by the Cen­ 
tral and N orthern California Im m igration 
Association of this city are daily being seen 
in a practical m anner. Yesterday m orn­ 
ing. two gentlemen, who had through 
tickets for Los Angeles, left the overland 
train at Newcastle, having been so favora­ 
bly impressed w ith w hat they had heard 
concerning this section of the State that 
they desired to m ake personal exam ina­ 
tion. The agent of our association in Los 
Angeles a few days since made a statem ent 
to a large num ber of gentlemen in his office 
as to the capabilities of our semi-tropical 
north. They had formed different impres­ 
sions, and in fact had been told by Los A n­ 
geles enthusiasts that all they would see in 
Central and Northern California would be 
a vast wilderness. The wide-awake agent 
noticing a Florin 
fruit-grower passing, 
hailed him , introduced him to those pres­ 
ent, and requested him to state what he 
knew about the land in bis particular lo­ 
cality. 
H e told them that after the first 
year—and that year they paid ail expenses 
and som ething besides—strawberries paid 
net never less than $550 tier acre, and that 
he could buy just such land as bis for $40 
per acre, but that he had no laud for sale. 
T his statem ent, coming from a practical 
fruit-grower, depressed the price of clim ate 
there in the estim ation of those present, 
and several asked for letters of introduc­ 
tion to the head office in this city, where 
they conld obtain full information.

The change brought 
a different audience, hut a large o n e ; thus 
showing no abatem ent of interest and an 
enthusiasm th at no change or condition 
can affect. 
Rev. Dr. W heeler occupied the 
chair. Rev. Mr. Dille read the Scripture 
and Rev. Mr. Christian made the opening 
prayer. 
The choir was out in force, and 
led by the great organ, rendered excellent 
music. Mr. Booth took occasion during 
the course of the evening to congratulate 
the choir on its excellent rendering of the 
music, and not w ithout desert. U nder the 
able managem ent of J. W . Clough, it does 
excellent work, and the singing is a leading 
and attractive feature of the meetings. 
In 
introducing the m eeting 
Dr. W heeler 
said : “ I had the good fortune to be called 
to speak in the opening meeting of this 
mission and of Mr. Booth’s work, and I 
said then that if the people of Sacramento 
would give attention to what Mr. Booth 
had to say, 1 ventured to assert that he 
would more than justify all that was 
claimed for him , much as that was.

W hy 
was the attendance on the churches of the 
city larger on last Sabbath and the atten­ 
tion to preaching better than for m any 
days? Because of these meetings. W hen 
I found that the speaker came into the 
meetings in the spirit of prayer and from 
prayer I felt success sure. Running on 
this line there can be no failure.” 
Mr. Booth then announced the topic for 
this evening at the theater as 


WHO IS TO B L A M E ?” 
And for W ednesday evening, “ Prohibi­ 
tio n :” also a prayer meeting daily at the 
W estm inster Presbyterian Church at 2 p. m. 
After the announcements, Mr. Booth said : 
“ Since coming upon the platform, I have 
deemed it wise to change my topic, and 
with your permission I will postpone what 
I have to say on ‘ Moderate D rinking’ till 
another date. I promised to speak of wine- 
producing countries abroad. 
There is a 
general impression abroad in this State, 
and likewise in this nation, and in the 
world, that a wine-producing comm unity 
is a very sober com m unity; 
that where 
grapes áre grown and wine is made there 
is an absence of drunkenness, and of the 
vices that follow in its train. H aving been 
abroad in these countries myself, I have 
taken pains to investigate this subject, and 
I can give you a few of the facts. 1 can un­ 
derstand how this impression of the sobri­ 
ety of these countries has become current. 
People who have visited there have not 
seen drunkards ; 
they have gone to Italy 
and to continental Europe, arid have come 
home to say that there was 


A M ARKED ABSENCE OF DRUNKENNESS 
Everywhere they went. 
One reason is 
they did not go to Europe to see drunkards, 
to see what were as common as lamp-posts 
in their own country, but they went to see 
the beauties of her landscape and m oun­ 
tains, her ruins, and her wealth of art, and 
they were occupied with these. A nother 
reason is that the American tourist is a 
very highly appieciated fellow abroad in 
the countries he visits, and the lines of 
these tourists are kept free of all objection­ 
able things, drunkards included. Tourists 
stop at the best hotels; of course there are 
no drunkards at the best h o tels; tourists 
go to the tops of the m ountains to enjoy 
the wonders and beduty of nature ; drunk­ 
ards do not go to the m ountain tops, they 
don't see any beauty in God’s handiw ork ; 
tourists spend days in the Louvre and in 
Europe's other great galleries of art. but 
there are no drunkards there, they are 
blind to art. 
And where they go* they 
spend money with a prodigal hand, and so 
the Governm ent has made the way of these 
easv. W hy, go to some of the mountains, 
and you will find steps carved in the solid 
reek to m ake easy your ascent. D runk­ 
ards are kept out of their way, and so they 
Teturn prating of an absence of' drunkards, 
and the opinion is current that there are 
no drunkards in these countries. W hen I 
went to the continent I had that same 
opinion, that there was no drunkenness in 
France, Italy, Belgium and Germany, that 
the inhabitants drank only the vin ordinaire 
of the country, and were sober. Yet France 
in 1873 passed 


A LAW FOR T IIE SU PPRESSION OF D RUN KEN­ 
NESS. 
If there were no drunkenness, why was it 
needed? And in the first four m ouths 
after the passage of that law. in Paris alone, 
there were 5,000 arrests for drunkenness, 
and in the twenty-four hours after Garn- 
betta's funeral 8,000 were arrested drunk in 
th at city nlone. There is an idea that the 
water of Europe is bad and cannot be 
drunk, but it is the devil’s lie. There is 
plenty of good water everywhere, plenty of 
it. 
“W hen I got to Brussels I went out of my 
hotel at 11 P. m . and walked two blocks 
away from its street, and in the next two 
blocks I traversed I eounted twelve men 
staggering. 
I have often been in Boston, 
and have walked up and down Trem ont 
and W ashington streets, and have yet to 
see m y first drunken man in those streets, 
but walk only a few blocks away and you 
will find plenty, and so I found in Brussels 
and other cities. 
I have spent m uch tin e 
in work in the slam s of London, and have 
seen revolting sights in that festering sore 
ot that great city, but I never saw sights 
more revolting than those I bavr seen in 
the slum s of Brussels and Paris. There are 
impressions that the Germans were a sober 
people, that kept closely to their Rhine 
wine and beer, but what are the facts? 
German}’ consumes five tim es more spirits 
than 
England; 
there 
are only 
three 
countries that consume more than she 
does, Russia, Sweden and Denmark, and 
Germany is the country, par excellence, of 
light drinks. Some one has said truly that 
these

“ W hen 1 found this to be the state of 
affairs in these countries, I wrote a series 
of letters, stating the facts as I found them, 
to a London paper, and so contrary were 
they to the general impression that the 
London Times sent a trusted representative 
on m y track, and he not only verified my 
observations, but he uncovered conditions, 
at which even I m yself was astonished. 
I 
have been told that nothing of this kind 
that I 
m ight say would be reported 
by the newspapers of the State. 
1 don't 
believe that. 
I believe that the Record- 
U n i o n has backbone enough to, and does, 
report truly. 
[Appleuse.] 
In Switzerland 
I found things at the worst. You ca** buy 
a pint of brandy for 35 cents in Switzer­ 
land, and her people spend $35 a head per 
year for strong drink, while in Great Brit­ 
ain they spend but $22. 
“ In Belgium in ten years there has been 
an increase from 10,000 to 132,000 drinking 
places. In that tim e therehas been an in ­ 
crease of suicides of 80 per cent.: in con­ 
victs of 135 per cent.; in insane of 104 per 
cent.; in deaths in hospitals of 84 per cent. 
In Germany four-fifths of the convicts of 
her prisons are there from drink, and 2,016 
are treated yearly in her hospitals for delir­ 
ium tremens. 
And yet in California you 
ate doing everything, Legislature and peo­ 
ple. to advance an interest that is responsi­ 
ble for this state of things.’’ 
The speaker then dwelt on the im port­ 
ance of lending a helping hand to those 
who had signed the pledge already; exhort­ 
ed these not to go forth to battle with the 
spirit of evil in them or about them , trust­ 
ing in their own strength, or leaning on 
the arm of flesh, bat to trust in God and 
know his arms were under tbem and there 
would be no danger. 
After the m eeting 20 
signed the pledge for the first time, and 50 
put on the blue ribbon, m aking in grand 
totals to date 560 pledges and 1,825 ribbons.

D eath of Captain Sutton. 
News was received last night of the death 
in San Francisco, at the residence of his 
daughter, Mrs. L. B. Sm ith, of Captain 
Charles Sutton, formerly a resident of this 
city, having resided here a loug tim e w ith 
his daughter, Mrs. J. A. Woodson. 
He 
was well known, especially among New 
England people, in Sacramento. Captain 
Sutton was a native of England ; when a 
mere boy he went to sea. and coming to 
the United States, resolved to m ake it his 
home. H e settled at Gloucester, Mass., 
where he m arried and raised a large fam­ 
ily. 
He m aintained his home in Massa­ 
chusetts, though one of the pioneer ship­ 
masters to enter the harbor of San F ran ­ 
cisco after 
American 
occupation. 
He 
came to California to reside about 1862. 
H e followed the sea nearly all his life, 
and 
for 
some 
fifty 
years 
was 
a 
m aster in the m erchant service. 
H e was 
one of the most trusted commanders in the 
famous W estern Union Telegraph Com­ 
pany’s expedition to the Arctic with a view 
of laying a cabla between the continents of 
the two hemispheres. 
H e had navigated 
ships in about all the seas and oceans of 
the globe, and few men had visited so 
m any seaports of the earth, was more ob­ 
servant or treasured better w hat he saw 
and learned abroad. 
Captain Sutton was 
aged about 78 years, and leaves a son, two 
daughters and a num ber of grandchildren 
to treasure his memory.

OCR NEW LAWS. 


A p p roved B ills Issn ed as S ta tu tes b y th e 
S ecretary o f S tate. 
The following additional Chapters of the 
new Statutes (18S7) have been issued by 
the Secretary of State : 
Chap. 90.—Appropriates $500 for mileage 
of next Presiden tial Electors. 
Chap. 91.—Repeals the Act by which 
Wilmington, Los Angeles county, was in­ 
corporated. 
Chap. 92.—Repeals amendment to the 
Act incorporating Wilmington, Los An­ 
geles county. 
Chap. 93.—Authorizes Directors of In­ 
sane Asylum at Stockton to construct an 
open canal from said Asylum to the San 
Joaquin river for drainage and sanitary 
purposes, and appropriates $40,000 for con­ 
struction of same. 
Chap. 94.—Authorizes State Capitol Com­ 
missioners to paint the exterior of the State 
Capitol, the Aericultural Exposition Build­ 
ing and State Printing Office, situated upon 
the Capitol grounds. Sacramento, the same 
to be given two coats, and roofs one, this 
latter to be of iire-proof paint. 
Chap. 95 —Provides that 
all 
persons 
making, storing or dealirig in high ex­ 
plosives must keep a journal of every sale 
in detail as to name, person, place, eta, 
and makes it a misdemeanor not to keep 
such record, making it a penalty of $250 
for every failure to comply, the money to 
be paid to the informer. 
For the reckless 
or malicious use or possession of such ex­ 
plosives for the purpose of terrifying or en­ 
dangering any person, the offender shall lie 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and all 
persons not engaged in dealing or blasting, 
or in the arts, shall be deemed guilty of 
such malicious fiossession prim a facia, if 
such explosives are found in tbeir posses­ 
sion. Any possession except that regularly 
r quirad for business 9hall be deemed un­ 
lawful, puuishabloby five years impriscn- 
ln rut in the penitentiary, or a fine of $5,000, 
or both. 
Any person who deposits or ex­ 
plodes near any structure sucli explosives, 
w.iere human beings assemble or pass, 
with intent to injure such structure or ter­ 
, r.fy such beings, shall be imprisoned in 
the State Prison not less than a year. Any 
person, sole or corporate, who shall carry 
1 such explosives through or into any town 
or city or harbor, in violation of local laws 
or regulations, shall forfeit the goods to the 
State, to be sold and one-half paid to the 
informer. 
Any of the forfeitures provided 
for may be sued for and taken by any 
peace or police officer, notwithstanding any 
regulations to the contrary. 
C h a p. 96.—Appropriates $837 to pay offi­ 
cers and clerks of the Senate for twenty- 
seventh se.-sion. 
Chap 97.—Appropriates $933 30 for sala­ 
ries in State Controller’s office for thirty- 
eightfi fiscal year. 
Chap. 98.—Appropriates $5,000 for con­ 
tingent expenses of the Senate. 
Chap. 99.—Repeals Section 1422 of Civil 
Code, which reads: " Therights of riparian 
proprietors are not affected by the pro­ 
visions of this t i t l e b u t provides that this 
repeal shall not in any way interfere with 
any rights already vested. 
Chap. 100.—Amends Section 2712 of the 
Political Code, pertaining to taking money 
out of the general fund, in certain cases, 
tor construction of bridges or toll roads, so 
as to also include repairs to such roads or 
bridges. 
Chap. 101.—Authorizes executors and 
administrators to m ake mortgages and 
leases of the real estates of decedents. 
Ch a p . 102.—Amends Section 1278 of the 
Political Code, so that the Supervisors of 
ali counties must meet at their usual places 
of meeting and canvass the returns on the 
first Monday after each election. Hereto­ 
fore the counties of Humboldt, San Diego 
and Trinity were excepted from operations 
of this section. 
Chap. 103.—Prohibits minors being sent 
as messengers, with messages nr packages, 
letters, etc., to houses of ill repute or 
variety theaters. 
Chap. 104.— Provides the manner in 
which indebtedness may be incurred by 
ciiies, towns or municipal corporations. 
Ch a p . 105.—Provides for submission of 
the proposed constitutional amendments 
to a vote of the people on April 12, 1887. 
C h a p . 100.—Appropriates $5,000 to pay 
expenses in cases where the State is a 
party, or interested in suits before the Su­ 
preme Court of the United States. 
Chap. 107.—This is an extended amend­ 
ment to the State school laws, and covers 
eight printed pages. 
It adds three new 
sections in relation to the duties of the 
State Controller and trustees of schools as 
to the apportionment of moneys, and the 
enrollment of pupils in the Grammar 
School course, and provides for the sam e; 
provides the manner in which the studies 
shall be taught in the Grammar School 
course, and prescribes the duties of teach­ 
ers. Principals, County Snperintendents, 
and the Superintendent of Public Instruc­ 
tion, including the examination of teach­ 
ers, the issuance of certificates therefcr. etc. 
Chap. 108.—Provides for the construction 
of a lire-prcof warehouse lor the siorage 
of the State series of school text-books, to 
be located adjoining the State Printing 
Office, on the Capitol grounds. 
It is to be 
completed before July 1, 1887, and $10,000 
is appropriated for its erection. 
C h a p. 109.—Declares dogs to be personal 
property, and their value is to be ascer­ 
tained in the same manner as the value of 
olher property. 
Chap. 110 —Appropriates $374, to pay 
claim of J. F. Gawthorne for services as 
stenographer for State Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. 
Chap. 111.—Appropriates $112, to pay 
Jes-ie A. Gallaud for similar services. 
Ch ap. 112.—Appropriates $130, to pay 
claim of Ed. J. Sm ith for services in same 
office. 
Chap. 113.—Appropriates $7,500, for de­ 
ficiency in fund for printing the school 
ext-books in thirty-eighth fiscal year. 
Chap. 114.—Appropriates $763 31, to pay 
deficiency in fund for State Board of Silk 
Culture for thirty-sixth fiscal year. 
Ch a p . 
115,—Appropriates $49 95, for 
leficieucy for traveling expenses of the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction for 
thirty-fifth fiscal year. 
Chap. 116.—Appropriates $50 25, to pay 
deficiency for transportation of the insane 
for thirty-first fiscal year. 
Ciiat. 117.—Appropriates $50 25, to pay 
deficiency ior transportation of insane for 
thirty-second fiscal year. 
C h a p 118.—Appropriates $202 45. to pay 
leficieucy for transportation of insane for 
thirty-fifih fiscal year. 
C h a p. 119.—Appropriates $334 96, to pay 
deficiency for transportation of insane lor 
ihirty-sixth fiscal year. 
Chap. 120.—Appropriates $624 60, to pay 
¡he deficiency for transportation of insane 
for thirty-seventh fiscal year. 
Chap. 121.—Amends the Acts concerning 
the organization, powers and duties ol 
Boards of Trustees of the State Normal 
schools. Each of the three Normal schools 
shall have a Board of Trustees, though the 
Governor and Superintendent of l ’ublic 
Instruction shall he members of each 
Board, and there are to be five members 
for each, appointed by the Governor, and 
to hold for the term of five years; each 
Board is to hold at least two meetings each 
year, and a joint meeting of all the Boards 
is to be hehl at least once each year. The 
Act prescribes the duties of the Boards, 
and of the 
Principals of the Normal 
schools, and is to take effect July 1, 1887. 
Chap. 122.—Provides forthe com pilation, 
publishing and distribution of an ele­ 
mentary arithmetic, an elem entary gram­ 
mar, or language lessons, an elementary 
geography, and a work on physiology and 
hygiene, as part of the S u te series of school 
text-books. 
[The Act has already been 
published in full in these colum ns.] 
Chat. 123.—Amends Sections 1665 and 
1667 of Political Code so as to make it ob­ 
ligatory upon all teachers in public schools 
in this State to give special instructions fin 
connection with the study of physiology 
and hygeine) as to the nature of alcoholic 
drinks, and narcotics, and their effects 
upon the human system. 
Chap. 124.—Amends Sections 1593, 1612 
and 1613 of the Political Code so as to make 
School Trustees hold office from the first 
day of July, instead of the first Saturday 
ia July next succeeding their election. 
Chap. 125.—Amends Section 1858 of the 
Political Code, in relation to the apportion­ 
ment ot Sute school moneys by the County 
Superintendents, by directmg that “To dis­ 
tricts having over 70 school census children, 
and a fraction of less than 20, there shali 
be apportioned twenty dollars for each child 
in said fraction.” 
Chap. 126.—Appropriates $140 to pay 
claim of J. C. Edgar, ex-Sheriff of San 
Mateo county, for delivering insane persons 
at Stockton Asylum in twenty-fourth fiscal 
year. 
* Chap. 127.—Provides the method of dis­ 
tribution of the State school text-books, 
and specifies the parties through whom 
tbev may be obtained. 
[The law has al­ 
ready been published in full in these col- 
omns.] 
Chap. 128.—Makes it a penal offense to 
unlawfully interfere with 
any person’s 
, esUblisbing a settlement or residence upon 
tracts of public land of the United Sutes 
within the State of California subject to 
settlement, or to prevent free passage over 
snch public lands for punióse of making 
entrv or settlement. 
Chap. 129. —Amends Section 160, Coc[e of 
Civil Procedure, for supplying Superior 
Judges for trial ot cases where the sitting 


Judge is sick or disqualified, and provides 
that the expenses ot the Judge so substi­ 
tuted should be paid out of the general 
fund of the county where the service is 
rendered. 
C h a p . 130.—Amends the Act governing 
street and sewer work in municipalities. 
Ch a p . 131.—Amends the Act relating to 
roads and highways passed in 1883, by 
adding a new section, to be known as No. 
2646, which provides that road districts 
mav be divided into sections, and contracts 
be let for two years to maintain the roads 
of the several sections ; the contracts to be 
let to lowest responsible bidder, who must 
reside in the district and give bonds for the 
performance of the work, but Supervisors 
may reject any and all bids ; the poll taxes 
of sectionizcd districts to be collected by 
the Road Overseer, who shall be allowed 
15 per cent, for collecting ; Road Overseer 
is to inspect the work of contractors and 
make written reports to Supervisors quar­ 
terly, and contractors to be paid quarterly. 
Ch a p . 132.—Amends Section 1160 of Po­ 
litical Code, relative to elections, so as to 
require polls to be opened at 6 a . m ., and 
be kept open until 7 p. m. 
Ch a p . 133.—Volidates the proceedings for 
reorganization of municipal corporations, 
Uken under the Act ol March 13,1883. 
C h a p . 134.—Adds a new section (2696) to 
Political Code, providing for acquirement 
of land by counties for purpose of raising 
the banks of streams, etc., to protect public 
roads and highways. 
Ch a p . 135.—Provides two special police­ 
men at $100 per month for the State Capi­ 
tol grounds, to serve during the pleasure of 
the Board of Capitol Commissioners' 
Ch a p . 130.—Provides for levy by State 
Board of Equalization of taxes for thirty- 
ninth fiscal year, to amount ot $5,025,000, 
and for fortieth fiscal year, $4,814,000. 


B ills S ig n e d Y e ste rd a y . 
Governor Bartlett yesterday affixed his 
signature to six Senate and six Assembly 
bills, and they now become the law of the 
land. 
It is now quite evident that a large 
number of bilis will not receive the signa­ 
ture of the chief executive, and will die in 
his hands. Thursday is the last day upon 
which he can act. Those approved yester­ 
day were as follows: 
Senate Bill No. 162, to regulate the voca­ 
tion of fishing, and to provide therefrom 
revenue for the restoration and preserva­ 
tion of fish in the waters of the State. 
S nate Bill No. 190, to appropriate $10,000 
to erect a brick building to be used as a 
dormitory at the Home for the Adult 
Blind. 
Assembly Bill No. 109, to provide for the 
deficiency in the apnropriation for pay­ 
ment of rewards for arrest and conviction 
of highway robbers for the thirty-seventh 
fiscal year. 
Assembly Bill No. 234, making approp­ 
riation to pay a deficiency in the approp­ 
riation for stationery, etc., for the Legisla­ 
ture and State offices, thirty-fourth fiscal 
year. 
Senate Bill No. 54, amending Section 739 
of the Political Code, relating to the salar­ 
ies of officers connected with the Supreme 
Court. 
Senate Bill No. 61, making an appropria­ 
tion for the deficiency in the appropriation 
for rent and contingent expenses of the In­ 
surance Commissioner for the thirty-sev­ 
enth fiscal year. 
Senate Bill No. 157, amending the Polit­ 
ical Code relating to the San Francisco 
harbor and State Harbor Commissioners. 
Senate Bill No. 425, to appropriate money 
to pay the claim of Richard Coleman, 
formerly First Lieutenant, commanding 
Company D, Fifth Infantry Brigade, for 
moneys paid by him as expenses of said 
company. 
Assembly Bill No. 355, to provide for the 
deficiency in the appropriation for contin­ 
gent expenses in the office of Secretary of 
State for the thirty-sixth fiscal year. 
Assembly Bill Ño. 304, to provide for the 
deficiency in the appropriation for the erec­ 
tion and maintenance of the State Salmon 
Hatchery, for the thirty-seventh fiscal year. 
Assembly Bill No. 365, to provide for the 
deficiency in the appropriation of the State 
Board of Viticulture for the thirty-seventh 
fiscal year. 
Assembly Bill No. 357, to provide for the 
deficiency in the appropriation for postage, 
expressage, etc., of the Surveyor-General 
for the thirty-fifth fiscal year.

Whereas, the Legislature of the State 


of California, at its twenty-seventh 


session, beginning on the third day 


of January, A. D. eighteen hundred 


and eighty-seven, two-thirds of all 


the members elected to each of the 


two Houses of said

voting in favor thereof, proposed 


the following described 
amend­ 


ments to the Constitution of the 


State of California, to w it: 


Amendment Number One, 


T o p ro p o n e to th e p e o p le o f th e S la te a n 
a m e n d m e n t to th e C o n stitu í io n o f th e 
S ta te , re la tiv e to th e J u d ic ia r y D e p a r t­ 
m e n t. 


Resolved, T hat the Legislature of the State of 
C alifornia, at its regular session, com m encing 
on the th ird day of January, A. D. eighteen h u n ­ 
dred an d eighty-seven, tw o-thirds of all the 
m em bers elected to each of the two Houses of 
said Legislature voting iu favor thereof, hereby 
propose th a t Sections two an d three, of Article 
VI., of the Constitution oí said 
State, be 
am ended so as to read as follow s; 


S ectio n 2. The Suprem e Court shall consist of 
seven Justices. I h e Associate Justices o f the 
Suprem e Court, in office at the tim e ot th e adoj»- 
tiou of th is am endm ent to th e C onstitution, are 
hereby continued in office as Justices of the cu- 
prem c Court for th e rem ainder of the term s to 
w hich they were respectively elected. The Ju s­ 
tices shall elect one of th eir num ber to be C hief 
Justice, and he shall hold th e office o f Chief 
Justice of said Court for a term ot tw o vears. 
At the expiration of th e term of th e C hief Jus 
tice first elected, and every two years thereafter, 
the Justices shall elect a C hief Justice for a like 
term of two years. An entry of th e election of 
such C hief Justice sh all he m ade in the m inutts 
of th e Court and signed by four Justices. W hen 
ever thereafter a vacancy occurs in the office of 
C hief Justice, a like election shall be h ad to 
fill such office for th e nnexpired term . 1 lie bu 
prem e Court m ay sit iu departm ents or in bank, 
and shall alw ays be open for the transaction of 
business. There sh all be tw o departm ents, de­ 
nom inated respectively. D epartm ent One and 
D epartm ent Two. The C hief justice shall assign 
three of the Justices to each departm ent, and 
such assignm ent m ay be changed by him from 
tim e to tim e. The Justices shall bccom j^etent to 
sit iu eith er departm ent, and m ay interchange 
w ith each other by agreem ent am ong them ­ 
selves or as ordered by tn e C hief Justice. Each 
o f th e departm ents shall have th e pow er to hear 
and determ ine causes and all questions arising 
therein, subject to the provisions hereinafter 
contained in relation to th e Court iu bank. The 
presence of three Justices shall be necessary to 
transact any business in either of the d ep art­ 
m ents, except such us m ay be done at cham ­ 
bers, and th e concurrence of tw o Justices shall 
l»e necessary to pronounce a judgm ent. The 
C hief Justice shall apportion the business to 
th e departm ents, and m ay. in his d scretion. 
order any cause pending before th e Court to be 
heard and decided by th e Court in bi.uk. The 
order m ay be m ade before or after judgm ent, 
pronounced by a departm ent; but w here a cause 
nas been allotted to one of the departm ents, aud 
a ju d g m ert pronounced thereon, th eo rd erm u st 
be m ade w ithin th irty days after such judgm ent, 
and concurred iu by two Justices, am i if so 
m ade it shall have the effect to vacate au d set 
aside th e judgm ent. Auy four Justices m ay, 
e ith er before or after judgm ent by a d ep art­ 
m ent, order a case to be heard in bank. It the 
order be not ni8de w ithin the lim e above lim ­ 
ited, the judgm ent sh Jill be final. 
No judgm ent 
by a departm ent shall becom e final u n til the 
expiration of the period ot thirty days a ore- 
said, unless approved by th e C hief Justice, in 
w riting, w ith th e concurrence of tw o Justices. 
T he C hief Justice m ay convene th e Court in 
bank at any tim e, and shall be th e presid­ 
ing Justice of th e Court 
w hen 
so 
con­ 
vened.

be 
necessary to pronounce a judgm ent in b an k : 
but if four Justices, so present, do not concur in 
a judgm ent, then all th e Justices qualified to sit 
in the cause shall h ear th e a rg u m e n t; but to 
rem ler a judgm ent a concurrence o f four Judges 
shall be necessary. In the determ ination of 
causes all decisions of th e Court in bank, or in 
departm ents, shall be given in w riting, and the 
grounds of the decision shall be stated. The 
C hief Justice m ay sit in either departm ent, and 
shall preside w hen so siting, but th e Justices 
assigned to each departm ent shall select one of 
their num ber as presiding Justice. In ease of 
th e absence of th e C hief Justice from the place 
at w hich the Court is held, or his inability to 
act, th e Associate Justices shall select o re of 
th eir ow n num ber to perform the duties and ex ­ 
ercise the powers oí th e C hief Justice during 
such absence or inability to act. The Suprem e 
Court Commission, created by th e Act of the 
Legislature approved M arch tw elfth, e'g h tte u 
hundred and eightv-five, shall continue and lie

Said 
Commission shall have the sam e row er to bear 
and determ ine causes possessed by a d ep art­ 
m ent of th e Stu rem e Court; and causes m ay be 
assigned to the Commission in the sam e m an­ 
n er they are assigned to n departm ent, and after 
decision they m ay be ordered heard in bank In 
th e sam e way, an d w ith like restrictions as if 
decided in departm ent. The judgm ents of the 
Commission snail be entered as the judgm ents 
of the Court. T he Commissi* n shall sit at such 
tim es and p aces as m ay be designated by the 
Court, bu t such Commissioners shall not ex er­ 
cise any judicial functiO'-.s except w hen assem ­ 
bled as a Commission, an d then they shall ouly 
have th e pow er to hear and determ ine sucn 
causes as m ay have beou assigned to them . 


S ection 3. The Justices o f the Suprem e Court 
shall be elected by the qualified electors of the 
3. ate at large, at the general State elections, and 
the tim es and plaees at w hich State officers are 
elected; and tn c term o f office shall be tw elve 
years from and after th e fm t Monday after the 
first day of January n ex t succeeding th eir elec­ 
tion. T hree Justices shall be elected for th e full 
term a t tl»c general State election held in eight­ 
een hundred and ninety; and at the general elec­ 
tion held every fourth year thereafter, two 
Justices shall be elected for full term s o f tw elve 
years, except th at in every tw elfth year th ere­ 
after, three Justices shall be elected for full 
term s. If th e C hief Justice, or any Justice, be­ 
com es perm anently disqualified, either m en­ 
tally or physically, to perform the duties of his 
office, and such fuct is certified to th e Governor 
by five Justices, one o f whom m ay lie the C hief 
Justice in case of the disability of a Justice, the 
office of such disqualified person becomes im ­ 
m ediately vacant, and he snail be paid a retir­ 
ing s ala n ' of two hundred and fifty (250) dollars 
l»er m onth for the rem ainder of his term . If a 
vacancy exist o r occur in th e office of a Justice, 
th e G overnor shall appoint a person to hold th e 
office for the rem ainder of the nnexpired term . 
The Governor shall appoint a Justice to hold 
office as Justice ffir the unexpired term of the 
late C hief Justice.
